AARON  WARD — ^The  Inuls  are  long  and  shapely  and 
open  into  cup-shaped  floAA-ers  of  deep  Indian-yellOAV,  oc- 
casionally washed  Avith  salmon -rose.  A most  desirable  and 
floriferous  rose. 

MRS.  CHARLES  BELL — A lovely  shell-pink  in  color,  equally 
beautiful  in  the  bud  or  the  full,  open  floAver;  continnous 
bloom. 

MRS.  CHARLES  RUSSELL — Large,  globular,  Avell  formed  floAV- 
ers ; very  double;  color  a rosy-carmine,  Avith  rosy-scarlet 
centre. 

(kPHELIA — A rose  that  is  admired  by  everyone;  its  floAvers 
held  erect  on  long  stiff  stems  are  of  perfect  form,  good 
size,  and  of  a most  pleasing  delicate  tint  of  salmon-flesh, 
shaded  with  rose,  very  floriferous. 

RADIANCE — An  ideal  rose  for  eA-ery  garden,  in  color  a bril- 
liant carmine-pink,  Avith  salmon-pink  and  yellow  shadings  at 
the  base  of  the  petals. 

RED  RADIANCE — The  exact  duplicate  of  Radiance  in  every 
way  excei»t  in  color  Avhich  is  a deep  red ;'  attractive  the 
whole  season.

THE  REGAL  LILY 

(Lilium  Reg'ale) 

The  above  cut  was  made  from  a photograph  of  a p'ant  grown 
from  one  bulb  which  Mr..  Joseph  H.  Perry,  270  Highland  Street, 
Worcester,  Mass.,  planted  five  years  ago. 

This  wonderful  lily  from  China,  perfectly  hardy,  magnificent 
fiowers,  delightfully  fragrant.  In  form  the  fiowers  are  like 
the  Easter  lilies.  Center  of  fiower  flushed  yellow,  shading  white 
at  outer  edge;  outside  streaked  with  brown,  shaded  through  al- 
most transparent  petals  with  pearly  tint.  Bulbs  of  our  growing.

HENRYI  (Ttie  Yellow  Speciosum).  A very  beautiful  hardy  lily 
from  northern  China.  Plants  are  of  vigorous  growth.  They 
frequently  attain  the  height  of  6 ft.
